ognized Institutions like the lied Cross, 
the Y. M. C. A. aud various worthy 
religious and patriotic organizations 
ha to been deprived of money that 
they could 
use 
with 
much greater 
advantage to the soldiers and sailors 
of the country than it given to volun­ 
teer ventures conducted under hup- 
4 fu a rd circumstances. 
Little Left for Comfort*. 
Publication of the balance sheets 
of a recent bazaar show the Cost of, 
a 
ten-days’ 
event 
which 
was 
de­ 
signed to “provi ie comforts tor boys 
s t the front” exceeded $70,boo. 
The 
net profits' available for ‘ providing 
<‘ouiforts” wus I*vs itian >x»0 after the 
expenses of the enterprise had Im**o 
paid. The annual report of a “league” 
to furnish “comforts” for th** sea fight­ 
ers of th** country shows that out of 
£30,000 raised f«*r th** purpose, only 
a little more than $7<«> **\* r found its 
w ay Into “comforts” f«*r anybody. 
Hut great as has been the abuse of 
the confidence of patriotic citizens 
from movements which are organized 
on an ostensible public basis, even 
more 
damaging 
tire 
the 
flagrantly 
fraudulent schemes of persons who r« 


spending $25,000,000 for war purposes 
every day. 
The same evils recently exposed in 
this country were brought to ^ight 
In Great Britain. 
Most of the reve­ 
nues of “bazaars” and “benefits” were 
eaten up by “expenses” for press 
agents, advertising solicitors and pro­ 
motions. 
The extent to which the Indiscrim­ 
inate w ar grafters imposed on the 
British public before the government 
stepped In to put a stop to their ac­ 
tivities was described by Jam es M. 
Touhy, London correspondent of the 
World, in a dispatch printed in 1010.
